REMARKS 

Very thanks for Examination's suggestion and thanks for finding some 
citations about the present invention, thereby, the applicant may know 
more information about the invention. This case has been carefully 
reviewed and analyzed in view of the office action. 

Responsive to the objections and rejections made of the Examiner in 
office action. We have amended the claims. The errors disclosed in that 
office action has been corrected according to the Examiner's indications 
disclosed in the official action. 

Since in the office action, the original claim 2 is allowed, thus in this 
amendment, the applicant decides to cancel Claims 3 and 4, without 
prejudice or disclaimer of the subject matter thereof, and amend the 
original claim 2 as the following and add new claims 5 and 6 as the 
following LIST OF CLAIMS. The added new claim 5 has features of the 
original claim 3, but now it is dependent to the amendment claim 2 and the 
added new claim 6 has features of the original claim 4, but now it is 
dependent to the amendment claim 2. Thereby, it is assured that the new 
claims are based on the original claims and thus no new matter is added. 
The relations of the new claim with respect to the original claims are 
shown in the following. 

Claim 1 (Cancelled) 

Claim 2 (Amended) 4=. A nail box of a nail driver comprising: 
a main casing; a lower side of the main casing being firmly 

secured with a first magnetic element; 

a sub-casing pivotally installed to the main casing as so to 

form a casing; a lower side of the sub-casing being formed with an 
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inclined resisting portion; 

a receiving unit for receiving a plurality of nails; a lower side 
of the receiving unit being firmly secured with a second magnetic 
element; one lateral side of a lower portion of the receiving unit 
being formed with a push portion corresponding to the inclined 
resisting portion of the sub-casing; 

wherein the receiving unit is installed below the main casing 
and received in the casing; the same polarity of magnetic elements 
of the receiving unit and the main casing are oppositely arranged 
so as to generate an impulsive force which are used for separating 
the main casing and the receiving unit oub casing ; the inclined 
resisting portion and the push portion serves to retain the receiving 
unit in the casings 

2. The nail box of a nail driver ao claimed in claim 1, wherein 
a lower side of the receiving unit has an inclined portion for 
preventing the inclined portion from over-turning. 

Claim 5 (New) i=. The nail box of a nail driver as claimed in 
claim 2 4=, wherein an adjustable receiving disk is installed in the 
receiving unit for installing nails of different sizes. 

Claim 6 (New) 4. The nail box of a nail driver as claimed in 
claim 2 4=, wherein at least two scale lines are installed at an inner 
side of the main casing as a reference in adjustment of the 
receiving disk. 



Since in the office action, the original claim 2 is allowed and the new 
claims 5 and 6 are dependent to the allowed claim 2, it is now believed 
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that the subject Patent Application has been placed in condition 
allowance, and such action is respectively requested.
